In  this  way,  you  will  save  all  your 
fish*  Should  you  try  to  crowd  thorn,  you  vdll  find  that  they  will  die  from 
many,  causes.  Mollienesias  are  good  feeders,  but  bo  careful  and  see  to  it 
that  they  eat  everything,  as  they  very  seldom  oat  food  that  fall  to  the 
bottom*  Plenty  of  room,  cool  aquarium  and  a  salt  bath  once  in  a  while  is
